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ROCK CLIMBERS CELEBRATE ANNIVERSARY 


ROS PINS DOWN PINNACLES 


It was just the weekend to go to the Pin- 
nacles--that beautiful warm sunny Washing- 
ton's Birthday weekend, And the small 
number of Bay Chapter Rock Climbers plus 
the larger group of Loma. Prietans who did 
get there were very glad they didi 

Perhaps the L.P.'ans arrived somewhat 
together, but the rock climbers hurtled 
in Friday night, Saturday noon, and Sate 
urday night, in small bunches. The noon 
arrivers heard the Friday nighters more 
than they saw them, The tinkle of hard- 
ware and bodiless voices seemed to prove 
that they were somewhere about, and scat- 
tered. individuals were subsequently found 
among the top pinnacles, (Je think we _ 
also saw a falcon, but will have to check 
it with the books or the NSS. We know it 
wasn't a rock climber--it flew rapidl 
along, and rock climbers only fly rapidly 
down.) By the time the lest carload ar- 
rived at dinnertime, with "Rusty", there 
was no question that the RCS was repre- 
sented, Some yodel, and some just have 
fun opening their mouths and letting the 
welkin ring} 

It is amazing that as small a park as 
the Pinnacics National Monument can so 
successfully hide so many people! We 
can't possibly tell you where the Loma 
Prietans were, We found them later in 
the evening--about 50 strorg--around a 
fine campfire, listening to Mr, Givens, 
custodian of the Monument (now apnointed 
to Joshua Tree National Moruments tell of 
the many interesting thinrs about the 
park, geologic, botanical, statistical, 
legendary and historical, 

Someone asked if the Park Service would 
ever. put through the Soledad road from 
the west, to connect with the road to the 
"Old Caves" on the east. The answer made 
every true Sierran there completely happy. 
The NPS feels that such a road would des- 
troy the very things that people go there 
to see. It is a rugged wilderness region 
with very few trails, spectacular rock 
formations, cliffs and caves, and a charm 
that can come only from such a wilderness 
atmosphere, It is not to be spoiled. 

The main canyon where the Lodge and camp 
grounds are located is kept in good con- 
dition for the visitor who wants to'seé 
it-all easily. But even that is not over- 
developed. The rock climbers can verify 
that there are plenty of unpolluted cracks 


even on the developed side of the Monument. 


Rock climbers at Pinnacle Rock in Berke- 
ley on Sunday, celebrated the hard but 
happy wey,with scrapes and scratches, 
the fifteenth anniversearyof the birth 
of the Rock Climbing group. On March "a 
1932,the Cragmont Climbing’ Club was 


_ founded by Kenny hay, Bev Blanks, and 


Dick. Leonard. In November of that year, 
Lewis Clark, chairman of the Bay Chap- 
ter executive committee, authorized the 
formation of the Rock Climbing Section, 
and that absorbed the Cragmont Climbing 
Club, 

As leader of the day last Sunday, Dick 
Leonard once more had his hands full 
starting off more little rock climbers 
to a life of rocks and ropes. Looking 
arcund at the group that was present 
the oid timers agreed that the fifteen 
years had not been wasted.
